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The Moving Spotlight 
An American Indian woman of 
refinement and culture, married 
to a white man, was ordered to va- 
cate her home in Los Angeles re- 
cently by an amazing order from 
a California court because of a 
Hitlerian title restriction “deny- 
ing the oceupaney of residences 
in the district to non-caucasians.” 
The husband, being white, may 
remain. No, we did not say Ber- 
lin under Nazi rule,....we said 
Los Angeles—recently. This case, 
which will be widely played up in 
the foreign press, will do more to 
aid the cause of Russia, where no 
racial discrimination is practiced, 
than all the American commies 
could accomplish in a year. Many 
folks who shout the loudest about 
communism are the best allies the 
Communists have in America. 
THE PRESS OF AMERICA 
avoids reports concerning the suc- 
cessful and smooth-working anti- 
discrimination law in those areas 
where it has been inaugurated. Yet 
the success of this law is being 
watched from all corners of the 
earth. In New York state, it is 
unlawful for an employer, employ- 
ment agency or labor union to 
deny any one employment because 
of race, color, religion or national 
vrigin or to put restrictive Clauses 
in “Help Wanted” ads. In two 
and a half years of operation of 
this law, it has not been found 
necessary to go to court in any 
single instance. In every case 
where discrimination has _ been 
charged, the settlement has been 
made by conciliation. This is con- 
trary to the expectation of the op- 
ponents of the law who forecast 
that it would only increase the 
tensions and provoke violence. Just 
the opposite has taken place, for 
scores of cases of reported injus- 
tice in employment because of 
race or creed, which were becom- 
ing a source of growing bitter- 
ness, were ironed out and all par- 
ties persuaded to cooperate in a 
new spirit of good will. 
REFORM. We have reported 
that reforms slowly are making

N THE STRUGGLE against communism, American capitalism 

is putting its faith in guns and dollars, Yet the grounds upon 
which communism makes its advances are where fear, insecurity, 
hatred and frustration have prevailed. Dollars can achieve little 
against these elements and guns can do less. 

As long as the rich of Europe continue in their blind seif- 
ishness, the masses will continue in their blind hatreds and com- 
munism will continue to play upon both. 

As long as American diplomacy, dollars and military mis- 
sions are used to bolster the old crumbling citadels of European 
wealth and political feudalism, we are wasting our substance and 
achieving little. Communism has no chance where Christian 
sharing and justice prevail, An awakening to the spiritual trans- 
formation, which Europe and mankind everywhere needs, is the 
only hope of peace. 

But that awakening must first come to America. Unfor- 
tunately even many of our pulpits are still caught in the futile 
philosophy of guns and dollars. The words are biblical but the 
voice is the voice of a drill sergeant. Hate, spewed out against 
Russia, promotes war but does not stop communism, for it does 
not touch the causes of communism. 

As never before, the church is needed as the source of 
love, truth, kindness, mercy and above all redemption, — for 
only as the greed and hatred in men’s hearts is redeemed will we 
stop the forces of destruction and violent revolution. 


X-Ray and Forecast 


IL. A fact of tremendous significance, bearing upon America’s 
hazardous international position, has so far received little 
public attention. This is the realization, widely spoken of among 
oil men, of an abundant reserve of oil in the American tidelands— 
oil deposits under the ocean within reach of shore operations. A 
decision of the Supreme Court last year placed the ownership of 
this oil in the hands of the U. S. Government. In the meantime, 
our diplomats have whipped up the American people tu the poini 
of supporting a war against Russia in order to preserve oil trea- 
sures in the Near East, grabbed by American oil corporations 
under the guise of the absolute necessity of Near East oil for Amer- 
ican military security. Yet oil men know that there are enormous 
oil resources as yet. undeveloped in Central America, Mexico, 
Alaska. And it now develops that there’s enough around the perim- 
eter of our coast lines alone to guarantee our military security in 
the foreseeable future! On top of this, independent oil operators 
in America (the competitors of the giant oil corporations which 
have drained the supplies of the American oil operators to support 
their Near East push) constantly reiterate the claim that there 
is plenty of oil within the U. S. itself to support any foreseeable 
need, When these facts are faced some of the major elements of 
our strained relations of Russia become tinged with deception. 


ELIGIOUS AND EDUCATIONAL CIRCLES are much dis- 
turbed over the recent Supreme Court decision emphasizing 
that any use of public school time or resources for religious instruc- 
tion is unconstitutional. Because of Catholic control over the 
news, the real heart of this matter is not reaching the American 
public. Though this court ruling will affect the Protestant pro- 
gram of religious education in many cities, the real blow falls

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Military Control 

It is the eustom in this 
country to label anyone a “paci- 
fist” who denounces the growing 
ascendaney of military control 
over American life. But Hanson 
W. Baldwin, military expert and 
one of America’s most highly re- 
garded military authorities, had a 
factual article in a recent issue of 
Harpers Magazine called “The 
Military Move In.” 

Here is a summary of Mr. Bald- 
win’s conclusions: 

MILITARY INFLUENCE ON 
PUBLIC POLICY is evidenced 
by the close relations between Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy and the 
President; the military men head- 
ing up the preparation of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency; the for- 
mer Chief of Staff in the post of 
Secretary of State; the military 
men now shaping policy in Ger- 
many, Japan, Korea and elsewhere; 
the military men in diplomatic 
posts. He points also to the efforts 
of the military to get bases in the 
Pacifie and to establish a U. S. 
influence by arming 
Latin America. 

TRENDS TOWARD -.CON- 
CENTRATION OF POWER in 
the Federal Government parallels 
this trend toward control of policy 


. by the military. “Total war means 


the direction of every phase of the 
national life to the end of military 
victory and preparation for it in 
time of peace may mean... the 
direction of national life toward 
the maintenance of military 
strength. That might mean the es- 
tablishment of ‘a garrison state’.” 
Complete military preparedness 
will cost “our whole way of life, 
our democracy and our liberties.” 
Today “the military are getting 
the bit in their teeth. There is conn- 
siderable evidence that their objec- 
tive is absolute preparedness in 
time of peace, an objective which 
has led all nations which have 
sought it to the garrison stuie, 
bankruptey and ruin.” 

FOUR DIRECT REPRESEN- 
TATIVES OF THE MILITARY 
are now in the cabinet as a result

Medical Association. Another 
notch in progress—the physician 
chosen this year by the AMA as 
“The Family Doctor of the Year’ 
is Dr. A. C. Sudan of Colorado 
who had broken openly last year 
with that organization over its 
non-progressive policies. Dr. Su- 
dan, as president of the Colorado 
State Medical Society, had defied 
AMA policies by inaugurating 
changes in that state, such as the 
posting of fair fees in doctors’ of- 
fices and pre-payment plans to im- 
prove relations between physicians 
and their patients. The result is 
that today Colorado’s medical 
practices are among the most pro- 
gressive in the nation. 
PROGRESS. In most of the 
world, democracy is fighting to 
survive, but in Venezuela (where 
a Catholic-sponsored dictator, Gen. 
Gomez, also supported by Ameri- 
can oil money, ruled with an iron 
hand for 27 years), a new govern- 
ment has come to power that is 
openly and courageously demo- 
cratic. Newsmen in Venezuela say 
there is no doubt that the new 
president, Romulo Gallegos, was 
chosen in an honest election after 
a two-year revolutionary Junta 
government. Gallegos is not anti- 
Catholic.—he is by no means a 
left-winger,—a man of great wis- 
dom and a noted Latin American 
writer, he is pledged to the contin- 
ued accomplishment of gradual 
but abiding reforms. 
DIPLOMACY. The diplomatic 
world is openly saying that our 
own state department got much 
the worst of the recent expose of 
secret documents on the part of 
our own government and Moscow. 
We published captured Nazi pa- 
pers showing the great aid that 
Germany got from the Russians 
before and during the early stages 
of the war. Moscow countered with 
the publication of the great 
amount of financial aid given to 
Hitler by the western capitalistic 
interests. Then the Russians fol- 
lowed this with the publication of 
documents concerning the betrayal 
of Russia by the double-cross at 
Munich where. Britain and France 
(with us in the allied corner) made 
a deal with Hitler that turned 
Czechoslovakia ete. over to the 
Nazis. This is admittedly one of 
the most short-sighted diplomatic 
betrayals of history. The Russians 
skillfully timed these publications 
to precede the Communist over- 
throw of Czechoslovakia. The 
world Iknew of the indisputable 
guilt of Russia in dealing with 
Hitler and of their double-cross of 
anyone when it would serve their 
interests. But diplomats are asking 
why the State Department led 
with Uncle Sam’s chin!

upon Catholic aims, The Catholic Church has had a long-time, 
two-way program for gaining control of American education, first, 
by the infiltration of public school boards with Catholic person- 
alities and educational interpretations; second, by the expansion 
of the parochial school system with increased support from public 
tax resources through every means possible. Examples of the first 
Catholic aim may be found in communities in New Mexico and 
suburban Cincinnati where public school systems have been in- 
filtrated through quiet political underground movements—with 
nuns and priests taking over the state payroll and collecting tax 
monies for the support of what is in reality parochial education in 
the name of public education. (See recent reports and articles on 
this subject to be found in any large library reference room). 

The recent Supreme Court decision, oddly enough brought 
by an atheist to protect the right of freedom “from” religion for 
her child along with the freedom “of” religion guaranteed under 
the Constitution, has brought into the open in a very fortunate 
way for all Protestant interests the relationship of church and 
state in educational matters. The Catholic gains were accomplished 
slowly and insidiously and were only corrected by aroused Protes- 
tant communities when they finally became aware of the threat 
to the public schools represented by the Catholic program. 


MERICA IS DRIFTING into a fear-inspired system of control 

of thought that is now bordering dangerously near that prac- 

ticed by the Nazis, Communists and Japanese militarists in pre- 
war days. Our authority for issuing this warning is based upon as- 
sertions by Cornell University spokesmen and scientists and schol- 
ars from Columbia University, Harvard. Yale and many others, in 
addition to recent statements made by Hanson N. Baldwin, mili- 
tary expert of the N. Y. Times. These authorities charge that a 
system of persecution and intimidation, activitated by ultra-con- 
servative economic and military interests in this country, threaten 
the right of American scholars, teachers, scientists, preachers to 
express themselves freely. The recent efforts of the un-American 
activities committee in Congress to smear an outstanding Ameri- 
can scientist by the cheapest kind of Nazi technique is an example 
at hand. The committee accusations against Dr. Edward U. Con- 
don, noted scientist, were characterized by playing up Dr. Con- 
don’s acquaintance with world-wide scientific personalities in 
Washington, some of whom inevitably belong to circles under 
Soviet influence . . . but omitting in their reports the FBI findings 
which were in the hands of the committee at the time and which 
gave ample evidence guaranteeing the loyalty and integrity of 
Dr. Condon’s character and patriotism. These smear groups, 
operating behind the scenes in Congress, in the press and else- 
where, are using the following methods for which they have en- 
deavored to secure legal support: they pick out anything in a man’s 
record which can be high lighted or warped to hurt him while they 
suppress the records that would explain these possible deviations 


- or that substantiate his fine character and trustworthiness; they 


make it legally impossible for the accused to examine the sources 
of his accusation or to face his accusers,—a depth of injustice not 
even practiced by the Japanese military in their ‘‘thought-control” 
bureaus, although a method now openly used by our FBI. Even 
Stalin when engaging in a purge trial, where no one pretends 
there is more than a gesture of justice, permits the accused 
to face the accusers in some semblance of justice. As we prepare 
to fight the Communists, we are apparently expected to become 
more and more like them,—or go them one better. Warnings 
are being issued through scientific, scholastic and military circles 
that definitely sound like the beginning of the end of free speech 
in America, although there is considerable hope in the fact that 
prominent groups, as mentioned above, are protesting. 


APANESE ECONOMY. Spokesmen for conservative financial 
interests in America have been carrying on a campaign both 
openly and secretly in Congress to stop the MacArthur occupa- 
tional economic reforms of Japan,—by calling them socialism 
and communism. Gen. MacArthur, long a student of Far Eastern 
affairs, has realized that the only hope of stopping Communistic 
revolution in Japan is to break up the strangle-hold of the few 
rich families who for centuries have controlled Japanese economy. 
MacArthur has attempted to do this through the introduction of 
competitive small operational divisions of formerly vast holdings, 
promoted toward individual ownership on the part of as large a

INDUSTRIAL LEADERS in 
the U. S. are receiving reports 
from top-flight European e¢ono- 
mists that Europe’s need of coal 
from the U. S. will begin to drop 
rapidly after this spring. This will 
have a large influence on many 
other economic factors. Plenty of 
coal for Europe means more pro- 
duction of goods, less hunger and 
more rapid recovery. Less Ameri- 
can coal to Europe means less 
shortages here in fuel, steel, power. 

AN ORGANIZATION OF 
VETERANS, —G. I. students at 
Harvard, Boston University and 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology—has been set up to 
oppose the nomination of Gen. 
MacArthur for President. The ex- 
G. I’s not only do not like the 
idea of a military man for Pres- 
ident but they say that “MacAr- 
thur’s actions’ have proven him 
autocratic, self-willed and unwill- 
ing to share responsibilities with 
others. These actions may have 
been a merit in wartime; they 
lead to dictatorship in peace.” 

There is no doubt considerable 
over-emphasis of the political 
strength of military candidates. 


ALL OVER AMERICA there 
are thousands of homeless, neglect- 
ed aged persons who have served 
society well but are now living in 
lonely seclusion,—and many die in 
want. Protestant leaders in New 
York are urging that the church 
make a great project of the care 
of the worthy aged. A survey has 
been published by the New York 
City Mission Society, 105 E. 22nd 
St., “The Protestant Church and 
the Aged in New York City” 
which is good reading anywhere. 
The church should make the lov- 
ing care and aid to the aged one 
of its great projects, believe the 
New. York leaders. Such a task be- 
longs to the church by its very 
nature. The organized church has 
let go of nearly all of its chari- 
table work,—most of such activi- 
ties now being carried by the state 
and thus the church has lost much 
of its leverage with the hearts of 
men. Will we let this service to the 
aged slip from our grasp also?

considerable size recently opened 
its doors for business in Arlington, 
Va., a suburb of Washington. 

It is the E. A. Filene co-op 
store, the first of over 100 such 
stores to be established under a 
trust fund left by the late Edward 
A. Filene, the multi-millionaire 
Boston merchant, who, though a 
“big” business man, believed thor- 
oughly in the co-op idea as a vital 
step in progressive capitalism.

armed forces. In addition strategy 
boards are maintained by both the 
Army and Navy and headed by 
highly placed personnel .. . their 
purpose — to influence govern- 
ment policy. The result of the pro- 
posed unified command of all arm- 
ed forces would be to give one 
military officer supreme command 
of all continental United States. 
Control of atomic energy, wanted 
by the military, would further bol- 
ster this dictatorial power.

number of Japanese as possible and, where such development 
seemed impossible, mild forms of nationalization have been in- 
troduced to promote a more democratic economy.

IGNIFICANT STRIKES, Because the blows are being struck 

in the publishing field of America where news can be so easily 
suppressed, much of the American public is not aware of the most 
significant labor battle now being waged. We refer to the Inter- 
national Typographical strikes now taking place in many cities 
in America. Many publications are in suspension because of these 
strikes. Many, such as the great Chicago newspapers, are appear- 
ing in typo-offset form, a very poor and inadequate substitute for 
the usual press page. The Chicago strike has been on for many 
months and is costing both unions and publishers millions of 
dollars. Other cities have been on the verge of such strikes but 
as stated above the public is getting little information. And such 
information as is given out is usually warped and confused as 
far as the real issues are concerned, by both the union spokesmen 
and the publishers, In reality, the one great issue involved is the 
matter of the closed shop, which principle is woven in and out of 
almost all labor-industrial relations. Where unions do not have it 
they are seeking it either silently or openly, against constant oppo- 
sition on the part of industry. There is considerable evidence that

BUT -MILITARY INFLU- 
ENCE ON PUBLIC AND CON- 
GRESSIONAL OPINION is. 
called by Mr. Baldwin “more men- 
acing than any of these extensions 
of military power into civilian 
fields.” The growing effectiveness 
and prestige of the military in in- 
fluencing opinion and censoring 
important non-military news de- 
velops out of their power to label 
information “confidential” or “sec- 
ret”. Legislative liason office di- 
visions, set up to maintain contact 
with Congress, are actually pow- 
erful lobbies. In pushing military 
conscription, the armed forees have 
carried on a “blatant” propaganda 
campaign in Congress and through- 
out the country. And propaganda 
is the aim and technique of the 
recruiting campaign. 

Mr. Baldwin feels that these are 
the channels through which the 
armed forces are moving into po- 
sitions from which they can mold 
public opinion and influence pub- 
lie policy toward total prepared- 
ness and eventually toward war. 


No Victory 

Some weeks ago we published a 
report which revealed that our top 
military planners frankly admit 
that in case of a war with Russia 
the U. S. would be unable to over- 
throw the Soviet and that the war 
would end in a destructive, costly 
stalemate. Recently a few of these 
top military men have dared to 
make specific statements of their 
heretofore private opinions. 

General James H. Doolittle; fa- 
mous leader of American airmen, 
says, “From another major war 
there will emerge no victor, no 
vanquished, only victims.” 

General Clifton B. Cates, new 
Commandant of the Marine Corps, 
says, “In another war, there will 
be no winner.” 

Some of the “little brass” still 
talk about a war with Russia as if 
it were “just another war”, but 
not the “big brass” — they know 
better. 


Through Iron Curtain 

Some time ago John Strohm, 
American agriculture writer, vis- 
ited Russia under arrangements 
through the agricultural commit- 
tee of the American Soviet Friend- 
ship Society. He met Soviet Min- 
ister of Agriculture Benediktov, 
who said “We hope you will just 
tell the truth”. 

Upon his return Mr. Strohm 
spoke several times over the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System, and 
wrote a book entitled “Just Tell 
The Truth”.

Before his trip to Russia, Mr. 
Strohm was managing editor of 
Prairie Farmer. He is now pub- 
lisher of three newspapers and an 
associate editor of Country 
tleman. 

About the Iron Curtain, he com- 
ments, “As far as I’m personally 
concerned, I have yet to bump in- 
to: it....For I had just traveled 
freely more than 4,000 miles in the 
Soviet Union. I had visited col- 
lective farms unescorted. I had 
been through factories and talked 
with workers. I had traveled the 
war-damaged areas from the Baltic 
and Byelorussia to the Caucasus 
and the Black Sea, from the 
Ukraine to Stalingrad. And every- 
where I had talked freely with the 
people on their farms, in their 
markets, and in their homes. 

“For two months I went where 
I pleased, talked with the people 
I wanted to talk with, saw the 
things I wanted to see, and gen- 
erally steered clear of big shots. 

“T took 600 pages of typewritten 
notes, and I shot more than 1,200 
pictures with my four cameras— 
until I ran out of film. Neither 
my notes nor my pictures were 
censored. And, as already related, 
the only thing that was ever said 
at any time about what I should 
write or what I should say on my 
broadcasts was ‘Naturally we hope 
you will just tell the truth’”. His 
pictures were developed after his 
return to the U. S. 

Mr. Strohm did not defend the 
Communists,—he just explained 
the lives and interests of the peo- 
ple of Russia—which is now a pop- 
ular crime in this hour of hysteria.

Papal Re-affirmation 


Some Roman Catholics in 
America have been publicly deny- 
ing that the Catholic Church ex- 
cludes non-Catholices from the of- 
ficial “Christian family”. This ef- 
fort to make Catholic policy ap- 
pear more democratic and “Amer- 
ican” received a severe blow when 
the Pope recently informed ex- 
King Michael of Rumania that he 
(an Eastern Orthodox Catholic) 
would have to sign a pledge te 
raise his children as Roman Cath- 
olies before the Pope wowld issue 
a “dispensation” to Princess Anne, 
a Roman Catholic. 

The Pope, in a private audience, 
is said to have explained that a 
written pledge was indispensable, 
quoting articles in the Canon Law 
which regulate the policies of the 
Catholic Chureh on mixed mar- 
riages. Article 1061 calls for a 
guarantee that children of such a 
marriage be baptized and edu- 
cated in the Catholic religion. Ar- 
ticle 2319 stipulates ex-communi- 
cation for Catholics who are mar-

Labor leaders with a great 
deal of justification claim that when industry is able to destroy 
the rights of closed shop protection then employers will start 
hiring inadequately trained and cheaply paid craftsmen and use 
these invaders as a spearhead to break down the whole high wage 
structure that has been achieved by the unions. All of labor and all 
of management are watching this bitter contest closely. The public 
should also be privileged to do so, for its results will be far reaching. 


COAL. The public is also being given a very false and in- 
adequate picture of the coal strike and the real issues involved. 
John L,. Lewis, with his usual dictatorial and bludgeoning meth- 
ods but with great skill, has again out-maneuvered both govern- 
ment and ownership leaders. Floods of false and hysterical re- 
ports picture John L. Lewis as making unreasonable and absurd 
demands when the truth is that the demands, though exaggerated 
for the purposes of negotiation, are on issues long overdue in ful- 
fillment, namely the rights of pensions for every industrial worker 
in America. The Lewis technique has always been to ask for and 
secure for his miners rights and privileges that all workers want 
but have not been able to secure. He has pioneered in enforcing, 
safety measures, compensations, health and sick funds, and now 
he is pioneering in spearheading the drive for industrial pensions 
for the average worker. What the public is not being told is that 
steel corporations, auto manufacturers and many other of the 
great industrial giants of America are secretly and silently fighting 
the introduction of the pension idea through coal owners who 
oppose John L. Lewis, For as has been the case repeatedly in the 
past, in spite of the warping and suppression of news,—the public 
will wake up in a few months to find that the pension system has 
been adopted and that John L., in spite of his personal idiosyn- 
crasies and tyrannical methods (products of the rough and tumble 
past out of which he came), has moved the cause of the common 
toiler a few notches forward. 


ANOTHER DEMAND being prepared by labor leaders for 
early promotion is the guaranteed annual wage, one of the fore- 
most goals of many of the great unions. It is the background aim 
of the present packing house strike. The inexplicable thing about 
this issue is that almost always where the annual wage has been 
introduced it has brought prosperity to ownership and manage- 
ment as much as to the worker. While the big packing corpora- 
tions continue to fight every advance of the workers towards the 
annual wage, one of the most impressive examples of stability 
and prosperity in industrial relations may be found in the such 
instances as the Hormel packing house in Austin, Minn., where the 
annual wage has been in force for considerable time. This com- 
pany has experienced continuous prosperous production without 
the interruption of strikes and labor disputes and both manage- 
ment and workers are highly pleased with the results. Bankers 
and merchants of the community have had much to say in praise 
of the stabilizing influence of the annual wage policy.

Leadership 


Keep your eye on Walter Reu- 
ther, the youthful, able head of the 
United Auto Workers of America, 
who now represent the most pow- 
erful labor block in America, well 
over one million members. Young 
Reuther, a University trained man, 
is the new modern pattern of labor 
leadership, in contrast to the old 
“pork-choppers” of the past. Reu- 
ther won wide publie attention last 
winter when he was re-elected to 
the presidency of the UAW on a 
hard-hitting anti-Communist pro- 
gram. His victory did more than 
anything else to push Communist 
controls in American labor out 
upon the side lines. 

Reuther has a real program in 
mind for American labor that has 
tremendous political and econome 
significance, — a program which 
he is keeping carefully tucked 
away under his bonnet at the 
present time. The outline of his 
concepts of the future would de 
promptly denounced as socialistic 
by the same voices in big industry 
that are now compelled to recog- 
nize his astute and “safe” leader- 
ship. But Reuther is not urging 
any socialistic developments,—he is 
simply keenly appraising the in- 
evitable trends of the world and is 
prepared to lead labor in cautious 
and skillful maneuvers that will 
meet these inevitable changes as 
they come. This puts him in a far 
higher strata politically than Hen- 
ry Wallace, for instance, who also 
envisions the inevitable future but 
is sadly confused and inept in por- 
traying or delineating in perspect- 
ive the steps. that lead to that fu- 
ture. There is something of the 
“little Napoleon” in Walter Reu- 
ther if he should be appraised 
critically, but on the other hand 
there is the flash and spark of real 
instinctive leadership that we 
forecast will rise rapidly to the 
foreground in this country when 
the appropriate hour comes.
